The 
prohibition of the employment of 
children in dangerous trades is 8 
step in the tight direction, bat 
there room for extending 
the definition, What - aboot 
match “factories, for example? 
Ifthe Bill becomes law, it should 
result 19 more children 
being seen borae down witb 
heavy loads, toiiins up the bill- 
sides of the island. "The regula- 
tions under this head provide 
that no-one shall employ children 
under 12 years of age to carry 
coal or building material or de 
bris, whilst no child (that is, no 
person under the aze of 15) is to 
be allowed to carry sny weight 
which is uoreasonably heavy 
having regard to the child’s age 
acd physical development, and 
ip any case no child is to be per- 
mitted-to-carry « load exceeding 
4 catties (53 Ibs.) in weight 
There is no doubt that contractors 
iv particular exploit child tabour 
in's most heartless fasbion, but 
their proclivities in that direction 
should be materisily curtailed as 
e result of the . proposed new
